NDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 26— 
More favorable conditions in 
automotive endeavor are seen in 
developments of the past week 
here. The nineteenth annual 
automobile show produced a large 
amount of prospective business, 
although orders appeared to be in 
much smaller volume than in 
some of the previous years. Or- 
ders accompanied by deposits, 
however, were as plentiful as 
ever, and, it is agreed, this is the 
only standard of comparison. 
Little change in size of daily 
registration sheets has as yet been 
noticeable, but dealers came out of 
| the show in an unusually optimistic 
|frame of mind and with what are 
|held to be nearly record numbers 
of real prospects. 
| Local factories meantime were 
| 


striving to overcome the unemploy- 
ment situation, which has been in 
a large measure responsible for the 
slowing up of the automobile busi- 
ness in the local field, particularly 
the movement of lower priced cars. 
The Marmon company and the 
Link Belt Company here have taken 
the lead in reducing their working 
week in order to restore former em- 
ployees to the wage earners ranks 
and it is expected other major in- 
dustries here will follow the lead. 

Officials of the Ford Motor Com- 
pany plant here announced late last 
week that employment there had 
again reached the figures of last 
|}fall when the assembly lines were 
| Stopped to change over to new body 
|}m.odels. Production now amounts 
to about 135 cars and trucks daily, 
it was said, with schedules for 
March calling for about 4,000 cars, 
This will necessitate further in- 
creases in employment and will 
boost output to even greater totals 
daily than have heretofore been at- 
tained. Ford men believe that by 
the time peak spring business ar- 
rives it will be necessary to add a 
night shift to the production line. 

The division of Noblitt-Sparks In- 
dustries, Inc., engaged in the manu- 
facture of Ford parts and supplies 
was reported working at capacity 
production. Practically the entire 
output of this plant is taken by 
the local Ford company. 

New car sales for the month of 
February apparently will fall con- 
siderably below the record total of 
February last year. Some dealers 
advanced the belief that many 
buyers were withholding their pur- 
chasing until after March 1 to avoid 
tax assessments on new cars which 
would cover cars owned on that 
date. No doubt this has been a 
factor in deliveries as well as the 
automobile show, the public here 
being more inclined than ever to 
spend its automobile dollar wisely 
and the practice of waiting until 
show time to make final selection of 
a new car is one of long standing. 

Registrations indicate Ford and 
Chevrolet, volume leaders of all last 
year, will come close to last Febru- 
arys mark this month here, and 
DeSoto will deliver many times the 
number of a year ago. Erskine and 
Oakland showed up well as did 
GMC trucks.

IN BOTH STATES 


Chevrolet Accounts for 
Bulk of Increases 
In Registrations 


EW YORK, Feb. 26.—Registra- 
tions ef new commercial cars 
in the states of Wisconsin and 
Minnesota in January, 1930, ex- 
ceeded the corresponding month 
of 1929 by substantial margins, 
the official returns, now available 
in Automotive Daily News, show. 

Both states showed surprisingly 
large increases, indicating that busi- 
ness is at a favorable level in com- 
parison with a year ago. It is 
pointed out that these gains in com- 
mercial car sales are more favorable 
than increases in the passenger car 
registrations would have been. Pas- 
senger car sales were only slightly 
under a year ago. 

Registrations of new trucks in 
Wisconsin during the month 
amounted to 873, as compared with 
692 a year ago. an increase of 181 
units, or 26 per cent 

Retail sales of new trucks in Min- 
nesota. as indicated by the actual 

registrations, totaled 435, as against 
383 in thé corresponding month of 
last year. an increase of 52 units, 
equivalent to 15 per cent. 

The heavy business done by the 
Chevrolet commercial car dealers 
accounted for the bulk of the 
gains in both states. The sales of 
this truck in Wisconsin amounted 
to 264, as compared with 85 a 
year ago, a gain of 179, while in 
Minnesota Chevrolet sales were 
112, as against 51 in January, 
1929, an increase of 61. 

Ford sales headed the list in both 
states, but set up an increase of, 
only two trucks in Minnesota and 
showed a loss in Wisconsin. 

Other makes of commercial cars 
to establish increases in January, 
1930, over the corresponding month 

last year in Wisconsin were Inter- 
national, 22; Federal, 5; Sterling, 1; 
Mack, 1; Whippet. 1; Brockway-In- 
diana, 2, and White, 1. Adding the 
sales of the Willys, which were in- 
cluded with the Whippet a year ago, 
the Whippet increase in this state 
was 14. Sales of trucks carried un- 
der the miscellaneous heading were 
up two units over last year. 

In Minnesota other makes to show 
increases were Reo, Brockway- 
Indiana, 5; Diamond T, 4; Fargo, 2; 
Studebaker, 2, and Rugby, 1.

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- Business Trend Upward | 


N the bulletin of the Guaranty Trust Company of New 
York, which has just been issued, are found a number 
of interesting observations on business trends as they are 
noted by the banking industry. The Guaranty survey finds 


that while irregularities are present in the trend of business, | 


the general tendency is upward. 

“The information that has become available this mon 
is somewhat contradictory, but, on the whole, favorable, 
the survey continues. “It is now fairly clear that business 
activity in January increased by more than the usual sea- 
sonal amount over the December level, and it appears that 
further gains have been achieved this month. In some direc- 
tions, the bright promise of January has not been entirely 
borne out; but in others the progress made has even exceeded 
expectations. 

“Undoubtedly the most impressive improvement has 
been reported by the steel industry. This is both significant 
and encouraging because of the wide variety of sources from 
which the demand for steel arises and the fact that the trend 
of steel output usually follows the course of general indus- 
trial activity rather closely. Weekly trade reviews have con- 
sistently reported increases in business, with special em- 
phasis on improvement in industrial centers. Automobile 
production increased very sharply last month, while smaller 
gains were reported in cotton consumption and electric 
power production, according to the preliminary estimate. 
Construction contracts were larger than in December, con- 
trary to the usual trend at the beginning of the year. 
Business sentiment has undoubtedly been improved by the 
continued ease in money rates and by the general downward

movement of rediscount rates at the Federal Reserve Banks. 


“The Department of Labor states that employment has 
been increasing steadily, and the secretary of commerce re- 
cently issued a statement to the effect that business was 
approaching normal. 

“On the other hand, both check payments and railway 
freight loadings continue to compare unfavorably with the 
totals for comparable periods in previous years. Chain-store 
sales reflect the slowest rate of growth reported in some 
time, and department-store sales show a slight recession 
from the level of a year ago. The volume of foreign trade 
continued to decrease last month. The average level of em- 
ployment reported for January throughout the country was 
the lowest since 1922. Coal production was considerably 
smaller last month than in December, if the normal seasonal 
change is taken into consideration. Building contracts de- 
clined sharply from the January level during the first half 
of February. 

“These irregularities are entirely natural and have 
not affected the atmosphere of confidence that has been 
created during the last two months. Business activity, 
on the whole, appears to be definitely on the up-grade; 
and, whether the recovery proceeds steadily and rapidly 
or whether it occupies a somewhat longr period, it is 
almost universally agreed that no protracted or severe 
depression in business will occur this year.” 


Sand-Bagging 

aetee PULCHER, president of Federal Truck 

recently called the taxation levied on commercial 
haulage in various of our states “sand-bagging.” The aver- 
age tax paid by the passenger motor car in this country is 
$21.70. Enough in all conscience. The average truck pays

These mailing pieces, forming four 
pages, each 8'2xll inches when} 
folded once, bear on the first page 
a printed letter to the customer or 
prospect, the text of this bejng 
changed for eacii issue, as is the ad- | 
vertising matter on the last page. 
The two inside pages, however, | 
which open to be read across as a 
single sheet, are changed every | 
three months as to text and illus- | 
trations, and the color of the paper | 
is often changed. Usually a single | 
item of stock is advertised in the 
letter on the first page and in the 
display on the final page, but oc- 
casionally a line of parts or units or 
@ small group thereof will be thus | 
featured, and now and then shop | 
service to the trade will be stressed 
instead. Once in a while the letter | 
page and the last page will be more 
cr less general in sweep in discuss- 
ing stocks, prices and many types of 
parts for certain makes of cars. 

The first, or letter page, is in re- 
production of the company letter- | 
head, with a list of the outstanding | 
lines carried extending down the left | 
side of the page and the respective 
symbols of the Continental Motors 
and the Timken-Detroit Axle Com- 
pany set in the heading below the 
company’s name. 

The inside double-page layout il- 
lustrates numerous kinds of parts 
and units, and in the central portion | 
gives a double-column list of job- | 
bers who are customers of the com- | 
pany, under the heading, “These | 
Jobbers Are Ready to Serve You.” | 
This list is especially handy for 
those receiving the folder, since it | 
is in alphabetical order of cities | 
and towns. A recently issued folder | 
lists thirty-seven jobbers in twenty- | 
nine cities and towns, but the com- | 
pany serves no less than fifty job- | 
bers. On this double-page layout | 
also are given the locations andj} 
street addresses of the other stores | 
of the organization and this an- 
nouncement appears: “Local motor- 
cycle delivery service from all our 
stores.” . |

mentioned, taken from a folder con- 
centrating on one or two items in 
its first and last pages, is as fol- 
lows:

At the bottom of the last page 
mention is made of different serv- 
ices offered by the company. Here 
it is announced: “New ends in- 
stalled in both Spicer and Mechan- 
ics’ Shafts at Philadelphia while 
you wait”; also, “Connecting rods, 
new and exchanged, for all Nash 
motors,” as well as “Competitiye 
discounts to all distributors, deal- 
ers, garages and repair shops.” 

While the company mails out 
quantities of factory envelope- 
stuffers once a month, it never 
places them in statements, main- 
taining that advertising matter of 
this sort should not be contained in 
first-class mail. Should the recipi- 
ent get a gilmpse of the stuffer first, 
he might act on the impulse quite 
common among some business men 
at certain times and sweep into the 
waste basket both statement and 
stuffer, thinking that the envelope 
contained “only advertising matter.” 
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HAT is believed the first 

major educational effort de- 
signed to help solye one of the 
outstanding problems of retail- 
ing—that of customer returns of 
merchandise—completed by the 
committee on causes of customer 
returns of a national association 
should be studied carefully by 
automotive jobbers and manu- 
facturers.

policy causes, merchandise causes 
and service causes, and proceed 
to “break down” these into various 
components so that they are sus- 
ceptible of direct application in a 
practical way an _ individual 
store. Any attack on the problem. 
the ccmmittee points out, must 
provide “education of executives 
and employees designed to quicken 
their interest in its importance and 
for the follow-up which must be 
relentlessly pursued if any improve- 
ment in the returns situation may 
be expected to retain its effective- 


| ness.” 


Discussing policy causes, the 
committee cites as an important 
cause of returns the lack of per- 
sonal relationship between the 
store and its customers. 

Also under policy causes the com- 
mittee reviews internal store organi- 
zation. It advises the survey of 
leased departments to see that they 
are not a prolific source of returns. 
It suggests the establishment of a 
uniform policy of handling returns 
and the use of a trained interviewer 
at the return desk. Wage payment 
methods as a cause of returns are 
important, and the committee finds 
that high pressure. selling induced 
by straight commissions, bonuses 
and “P. M.s” and in less measure 
the quota-bonus and salary-plus- 
commission demand a frequent 
check-up on individuals whose re- 
turns are too high. 

The committee further recom- 
mends restrictions on approval sales. 
Dealing with C. O. D.s, the commit- 
tee says that if a survey shows that 
the store’s returns are concentrated 
on C, O. D. purchases, the tighten- 


ing up of policy regarding such ship- | 


ments without deposits is the rem- 


edy. 

Under the heading of merchan- 
dise causes, the committee lists four 
major sub-divisions. Poor quality 
merchandise comes first, and the 
recommendation is made that the 
store should consider carefully the 
purchase of lots or merchandise 
which may show, for one reason or 
another, a large percentage of re- 
turns. : 

Under the service classification, 
the committee outlines sel er- 
rors. Damaged goods, sho es, 
wrong filling of order, delivery de- 


lays are the fruitful causes listed in 
non-selling errors. 

In concluding the committee urges 
follow-ups and a store-wide cam- 
paign to avoid errors which lead to 
returns.

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Geertz Gives Short Cuts 
For Timing Chain Work 


Eric Geertz, engineer of the 
Link-Belt Company, Indianapolis, 
in the following article prepared | 
for the Automotive Daily News 
gives some valuable hints on the 
installation of replacement timing 
chains. The short cuts which he 
points out should prove of interest 
to dealers and service men, as they 
will help them to reduce the time 
and labor of replacement chain 
installation.—Editor’s Note.

T is possible to replace an old | 

chain on an engine with a new 
chain without in any way changing 
the timing of the camshaft and 
distributor. One method in fre- 
quent use requires lines to be scribed 
on the teeth of the sprockets at a 
point where the chain comes on or 
off. The number of pins in the 
chain between the lines on the 
sprockets should be carefully coust- 
ed and the new chain installed 
with exactly the same number of 
pins between the lines as were 
counted on the old chain, see Fic. 1

If the old chain on an engine has 
jumped a tooth on a sprocket and 
thereby lost its timing, it will be 
necessary to retime the motor for 
the installation of the new chain 
This makes necessary the use of 
the timing marks to be found on 
41.3% sprockets. These marks are 
usually prick punch marks, lines, or 
the letter “O.” On some engines 
there will be one mark near one 
tooth, while other engines will have 
two marks near two adjacent teeth. 
In most cases it is the purpose of 
these marks to be lined up exactly 
on, or one on each side of, a line 
connecting the centers of the crank- 
shaft and the camshaft. A scale or 
straight edge may be used to de- 
termine exactly the proper position 
for these marks. See Fig. 2. :
